MUST NOT HOARD FOODS

With the lealease of the sugar re-
strictlons, dealers and housewives are
no longer held to the four pounds per
month regulation. However, dealers
are limited to buying their require-
ments for 60 days while household-
ers can not buy more than a 6 days
supply. The hoarding laws prevent
laying up of supplies.

The rules regarding hoarding and
profiteering will be enforced even
more stringently than heretofore,
says Food Administrator Wattles.
Any one caught with a greater supply
than they are entitled to will have to
pay the penalty and there will be no
lenlency shown,

“The present epidemic,” sald Sure
geon General Blue, “has taught by bit.
ter experience how rendlly a condition
beginning apparently as a slight cold
wmay go on to pneumonia and death.
Although the worst of the epldemic Is
over, there will continue #o be a large
number of scattered cnses, many of
them mild and unrecognized, which
will be danger spois to be guarded
pgaipst,” The Surgeon General |ikened
the ’rrosvnt sltuatlon to that after s
great fire, saying, “No fire chlef who
understands his business stopa playing
the hose on the charred debris as soon
as the flames and visible fire have dis
appeared. On the contrary, he con-
tinues the water for hours and even
days, for he knows that there Is dan-
ger of the fire rekindling from smol-
@ering embers."

*Then you fear another outbreak of
Influenza?" he was asked. “Not neces
sarily another large epldemic,” sald
the Surgeon General, “but unless the
people learn to realize the serlousness
of the danger they will be compelled te
pay a heavy death toll from pneumeo
nia and other respiratory diseases.

“It Is encouraging to observe that
people are beginning to learn that or
dinary coughs and colds ure highly
catching and are spread from person
to person by means of droplets of
germ laden mucus. Such droplets are
sprayed Into the alr when careless or
ignorant people cough or sneeze with-
out covering their mouth and nose. It
Is also good Lo know that people have
learned something about the value of
fresh alr. In summer, when people
are largely out of doors, the respira-
tory diseases (coughs, colds, pneuino-
nla, ete.) are Infrequent; fo the fall,
as people begin to remaln Indoors, the
respiratory diseases Increase; In the
winter, when people are prone to stay
In badly ventilated, overheated rooms,
the respiratory diseases become very
prevalent, '

“Still another factor In the produe
tion of colds, ppeumonia and other re
spiratory diseases Is carelessness or g
norance of the people regarding sult
able ciothing during the seasons when
the weather suddenly changes, sitting
in warm rooms too heavlly dressed or,
what Is even more common, especially
among women, dressing so lightly that
windows are kept closed In order to be
comfortably warm.
